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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 24 section 1j, filed 2/5/2008, with respect to 
claim 1 and subsequent dependent claims have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1, 3-4, and 6-10 has been withdrawn. Claims 2 and 
5 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-4, and 6-1 0 are allowed. 

Regarding claim 1 and subsequent dependent claims, Sergeant et al (US 
5,627,616) disclose a camera control system comprising a camera to be disposed in a 
remote place, said camera having an optical axis (column 4, lines 5-7); driving means 
for driving said camera to have said optical axis of said camera moved in each of 
horizontal and vertical directions (column 2, lines 29-36); position detecting means for 
detecting a position of said optical axis of said camera in each of said horizontal and 
vertical directions (column 3, lines 4-8, 25-30); position information storing means for 
storing position information indicative of positions to which said camera is angularly 
moved (column 3, lines 4-8); and remote controlling apparatus to be electronically 
connected to said driving means through a communication network (column 6, lines 22- 
24, 29-34, 43-47; Figure 9). 
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However, Sergeant et al do not disclose wherein said remote controlling 
apparatus includes a mouse and display means having a screen, wherein when said 
images on said divided image sections are selectively clicked by said mouse, said 
driving means move said camera to a position linked to an image clicked by said 
mouse.
